VAIN CRIES 
BY VICTIMS, 


Rome, November 10.—How many per- 
sons lost their lives in the sinking of 
the Italian liner Ancona by a subma- 
rine in the Mediterranean has not been 
but latest ad- 
vices from Naples say that 320 sur- 
vivors have been landed at Tunis ports 
and fifty at Malta. The number of pas- 
sengers on the Ancona is placed at 482, 
and the crew has been estimated va- 
riously from 60 to 1690. 

The Ancona carried boats for the ac- 
commodation of 2,500, and it is. possible 
that some of the boats are still afloat 
and may bring in additional survivors 
in the next twenty -four hours. 

The Ancona was torpedoed Tuesday 
morning, and a Tunis dispatch to The 
Giornale d'Italia gives .a dramatic, 
though brief, account of the attack. 

“A submarine approached the Ancona 
towards noon,” says this account, “and 
as soon as the steamer saw it an at- 
tempt was made to escape at full 
speed. The Acona was overtaken and 
stopped. Then the submarine fired on 
the Ancona, sinking heramid the dés- 
perate cries of the passengers. 

“The lifeboats. were next attacked, 
the submarine likewise firing on them. 
A woman, a man and two children 
were killed: their bodies are at Biserta. 

“The submarine then disappeared im- 
mediately, proceeding probably in the 
direction of the Aegean sea. 

“Before sinking, the Acona was able 
to send out a wireless call for help. 
This was heard by the station at 
Bizerta. Aid was sent promptly, and 
thus 160 passengers and 10 sailors were 
saved. hey were taken to Perryville

London.) — A Stockholm dispatch to The

The Undine was sunk. off the coast 
of Sweden several days ago. Both 
these vessels were protected cruisers 
with a displacement of 2,672 tons and 
a complement of 275 men. 
SUBMARINE SHELLS 
TRANSPORT MERCIAN. 

London, November 10.—Twenty-three 
men were killed and fifty wounded in 
an attack by gunfire from a submarine 
on the British transport Mercian, in 
the Mediterranean. The Mercian es- 
caped and reached port. Announce- 
ment of the attack on the Mercian was 
made tonight by the British war. of- 
fice. 

“The outwam bound transport Mer- 
clan was attacked by gunfire from an 
enemy submarine in the Mediterranean: 
She reached harbor safely with cagual- 
ties of twenty-three killed, thirty miss- 
ing and fifty wounded, who were land- 
ed and are in a hospital.” 

The Mercian is a vessel of 6,305 tons 
gross and 400 feet long. She was built 
in 1908 and is owned in Liverpool. 
STEAMER FRANCE 
SENT TO BOTTOM. 

Paris, November 10.—The French 
steamer France, owned by the Societe 
Generale Des Transports Maritimes a 


| Vapeur, of Marseilles, according to in- 


formation reaching here tonight, was 
torpedoed by a submarine in the Medi- 
terranean on Sunday last. Of the crew 
of seventy-three, four men were 
wounded. All the crew were rescued, 
being landed at Cagliari, on the south- 
ern coast of the Island of Cardinia. 

A dispatch from Cagliari to The 
Giornale de’Italia, which was forwarded 
here from Rome, gave the impression 
at first that the vessel. destroyed was 
the 24,000-ton steamer France, of the 
Compagnie Generale Trans- Atlantique, 
which was taken out of the passenger 
service early in the war, and since has 
been utilized by the French govern- 
ment. 

Later advices, which weré meager, 
reported the steamer as belonging to

The monthly reports from ratlroads 
in Georgia to the state railroad ¢om- 
mission, are now being received for the 
month of September, and show a whole- 
some improvement in the condition of 
business in Georgia this fall as com- 
pared with last fall. 

The bank statements made to State 
Bank Examiner W. J. Speer in the 
month of September also show a mark- 
ed improvement of business conditions. 
The increase of resources since last 
June’s statement amounts to nearly 
$12,000,000. 

The reports from the railroads of the 
state are of their purely intrastate 
business. 

Improved Conditions. 

To date reports for thirty-three 
roads are in hand. Thirty of these 
are from the smaller roads of the state, 
only three being from the larger roads, 
to wit, the Georgia, the Atianta and 
West Point and the Atlanta, Mirming- 
ham and Atlantic. ‘iraffic conditious 
on the short intrastate lines pretty 
fairly represent pusiness conditions in 
their respective sections.

THE ALLIES’ COSTLY DELAY. 
There has been no more glaring failure | 


to take advantage of unquestioned oppor- 
tunit in the whole course of the European 
war than in the attempt of the Allies to 
open the Dardanelles and make their way to 
Constantinople. It would appear to even 
casual readers of the war reports that 


: England, France, Russia and their associates 


have before now wholly fafled to appreciate 
the vast importance of the Balkan situation 
—a subject that was a matter of common 
comment even before the European war 
began. , 

Current London dispatches indicate that 
the Allies have at last appreciated the tre- 
mendous importance of this situation and 
are preparing to meet it. These dispatches 
point out that, while the plans of Germany 
ang Austria with regard to the Balkans have 
worked like well-oiled machinery, the Allies 
have met with nothing but failure. They 
announce, however—and there is the hope— 
that the most recent reports from Macedonia 
indicate that initiative is not to be left to the 
central powers any longer, but that the 
Allies propose to strike and strike hard. 

It is full time they were doing this. As 
a matter of fact, they are more than six 
months late. If the Allies had followed up 
their naval attack on the Dardanelles, begun 
last March, with immediate army invasion, 
not only of the Gallipoli peninsula, but of 
both banks of the strait, they would by now 
have been in Constantinople. 

But, as they have done at many other 
critical points, they delayed their follow-up 
tactics until it was too late for positive 
achievement. German army officers, and 
to some extent at least, German ‘trained 
troops, got into Turkey. The result was 
that when England and her associates at- 
tempted an army attack upon the Gallipoli 
peninsula some months after the allied bat- 
tleships had begun to batter at the forts, 
they went up against a practically impene- 
trable series of land fortifications. Some of 
them they took with tremendous losses, 
until they finally reached a point where they 
could go no farther. i 


United Germany and Austria, keen of 


foresight, awaited their opportunity, con- 
scious of the fact all the time that their 
enemies had neglected the Balkans and were 
unprepared, and, finally, fourteen months 
after the war began, undertook what now 
appears to be a successful march through 
Serbia to Constantinople. : 
Apparently the Allies have at last waked 
up to the danger, but it took German initia- 
tive and German action to bring about the 
awakening. Lord Kitchener hag gone into 
the east to get in personal touch with the 
Balkan situation, and following his departure 
it is announced that the Allies will at once 
put 300,000 troops into Balkan territory to 


oppose what, up to date, is still the victorious 


march of the German armies toward the 
entrance to the Black Sea, and, ultimately, 
through Mesopotamia and Persia, seriously 
threatening England’s interests in India. 

Considering the naval attack upon the 
Dardanelles and the fact that an Anglo- 
Indian army is now marching from India up 
through Mesopotamia, the shortsightedness 
of England in failing to prepare for any 
emergencies in the Balkans is nothing short 
of astounding. The troops were available 
and could and should have been sent months 
ago. : 

But it is a case of better now than never. 
Awakened at last to the seriousness of the 
Balkan situation, the Allies may now do 
something to stem the German tide which, 
weakly opposed, has flowed where it willed. 

Practical students of war conditions have 
gone so far as to predict that the European 
war would be settled upon the Balkan battle- 


field. ven the ordinary observer of the

The Allies must get to it, and get there 
quickly, if they hope to strike a blow that

Atlanta Physician Discusses 
Dangers ‘Tradition’ Treatment 


(From paper read to Social Service Training 
School for Nurses.) 

Just because a thing has always been said 
to be so is no reason for believing it true. 
Tradition is the bulwark of error and a lack 
of veracity is fundamentally a thing of the 
past. Customs had their foundation in good 
faith and poor powers of observation, and 
they have been perpetuated in many in- 
stances by inability to see the difference be- 
tween cause and effect on the one hand and 
the trend of events upon the other. 

The power to see what one is looking at is 
the mark of the great men among us, and 
the gift of seeing this and just a little be- 
yond is genious and may be called divine. 

The lack of this power and this gift leaves 
one in slavery to tradition, and among other 
‘things it keeps him and his folks pretty sick 
a deal of the time. It makes him keep on 
doing foolish things and supporting his con- 
duct by true statements of fallacious events. 

The man that invented the use of sweet oil 
and laudanum as a medicine to drop in tle 
ear probably ‘lived, about the time the last of 
these drugs was discovered. The combina- 
tion feels soft and the opiate suggests sur- 
cease of pain when taken internally. It has 
no function of beneficent character in the 
ear except possibly that of the alcohol in 
the tincture, which is antiseptic. Yet every 
family knows that it is a fine thing to do, 
and it is constantly used in the first aid to 
the confusion of the physician who is sub- 
sequently called in to give treatment. They 
say the ears get well when it is used, and 
they will not believe that the ear would get 
well in just about the same time if let alone. 
They never do leave the ears alone, nor the 
eyes, nor the stomach, nor a wound, nor any: 
thing else concerning which they are pro- 
foundly misinformed by tradition and out- 
rageously misled by custom. They do some- 
thing and then the skilled person has to start 
later with that handicap. Not only that, but 
the family doctor has to say to the meddle- 
some person in the family: “If you hadn’t 
done just as you did, she would have died; 
you have saved a life!” He hag to He to 
sgve his reputation for common sense and 
preserve his opportunity for undoing the 
mischief in the family. Tradition has it so, 
and he knows what the wise one is waiting 
for as he stands around after the doctor has 
come. The praise must be meted out and 
retailed to astounded friends who forthwith 
trot around and see where they can get some 
of this same stuff. I wish McCutcheon could 
make a picture of them. 

It is amusing sometimes and all right 
enough then, I suppose. But there are ever 
sO many instances where harm immediately 
results that the whole custom must be sup- 
pressed if we are ever to succeed in the 
common sense of health. 

Tuberculosis is said to be hereditary or a 
providential dispensation, and in either case 
there is nothing to be done about it except 
sit around and get it oneself. The fevers of 
childhood are good things to have and get 
over with, for then the child will be strong 
and well and bother ceases. The child will 
outgrow cross-eyes and certain nervous man- 
ifestations. The dull child must be made to 
learn and to mind or be whipped. Yellow 
fever patients should be driven from town, 
and it is unnecessary to protect oneself from 
typhoid; and there is a difference between 
diphtheria and membranous sore throat. And 
so on. Sins of omission and commission are 
all in the name of “we have always done so 
we know.” 
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Price and Harris Hold Conference 


Over Increase in Gasoline Price 


J. D. Price, Georgia commissioner of ag- 
riculture, through whose efforts Commission- 
er W. J. Harris, of the federal trade commis- 
sion, and other representatives of the com- 
mission were brought to Georgia to in- 
vestigate gasoline’ and oil prices, held a 
conference with Commissioner Harris yester- 
day afternoon to go over the situation with 
him. That gasoline is being sold in the city 
of Atlanta today at prices ranging from 18 
to 20 cents per gallon, whereas it sold a year 
ago on the local market for 15 cents a gal- 
lon, was the declaration of Mr. Price to Mr. 
Harris, and the former declared that inquiry 
has developed the fact that the freight rates 
are the same today as they were a year ago. 

„While Atlanta people are paying 20 cents 
a gallon for gasoline, consumers of Chicago, 
Cincinnati, St. Louis and a number of other 
cities, are securing the 8 for 9 cents 
a gallon,” the commission of agriculture 
told a Constitution reporter. ‘If Atlanta’s 
prices are fair and legitimate, we have no 
complaint to make. On the other hand, if 
the residents of this city are the victims of 


unjust discriminations; we want relief, and 


we want the people who are responsible for 
the discriminations punished. The commis- 
sioner of agriculture has no jurisdiction over 
the prices of gasoline and while I am pow- 
erless to act, I know that Mr. Harris would 
be glad to give this matter his study. He 
is a Georgian, is interested in the people of 
this state and is desirous that they be ac- 
corded fair treatment along all lines.” 
Long Conference. 

Mr. Price declared that he is greatly 
pleased that Commissioner Harris has decid- 
ed to go into the matter in an official ca- 
pacity and he is sure that the people of Geor- 
gia will get better quoatitons on gasoline 
and kerosene or they will have the satisfac- 
tion of knowing the reason for the wide 


variance in prices here and elsewhere. The 
conference between the state and federal of- 
ficials was an extended one and Mr. Price 
explained in detail to Commissioner Harris 
just what the situation is in Georgia. “My 
department is insisting that the people get 
that gravity gasoline to which they are en- 
titled,” said Mr. Price, “and Commissioner 
Harris and his associates, I am sure, will 
eee that the prices are just and equitable.” 

“Georgia money should be as good as 
Illinois money, Ohio money or Missouri 
money,” continued Mr. Price, “and the man 
who resides in the small town should get val- 
ue received for every cent he spends as well 
as the man who happens to live in a large 
city. It is with a view to remedying ex- 
isting conditions that I have asked Commis- 
sioner Harris to come here.“ 

Close Probe Today. 

The investigation of complaints as to al- 
leged discriminations in the prices of ker- 
osene and gasoline on the local market will 
be completed today ahd representatives of 
the federal trade commission will leave this 
afternoon for Macon. An announcement 
to that effect was authorized by Commission- 
er Harris, who is in charge of the investiga- 
tion and who states that every phase of the 
local situation has been investigated thor- 
oughly. From Macon, according to Com- 
missioner Harris, the party will go to Sa- 
vannah to familiarize itself with conditions 
there. 

Atlanta is such a large city that our 
work here has required considerable time,” 
said Commissioner Harris. “We have not 
confined our activities to an investigation 
of districts of the city. We have gone to 
the suburbs of Atlanta as well and when 
we return to Washington we will be able to 
compile a comprehensive report of our find- 
ings at this city.”

Tro ub les at Postoffice A dj usted; 
Only Two Violations, Says Howard 


That there had been two infractions of 
the federal eight-hour work day law at the 
Atlanta postoffice and that Postmaster Boll- 
ing H. Jones had given him assurance that 
nothing of the kind would again occur was 
the report made last night by Congressman 
William Schley Howard to the Atlanta Fed- 
eration of Trades during an address on “La- 
bor Legislation.” Mr. Howard was recently 
called upon by the federated trades to investi- 
gate alleged violations of this law through 
resolutions adopted by this body. 

When the resolutions came to his notice 
Congressman Howard stated that he imme- 
diately took the matter up with Postoffice 
Inspector Barry in the absence of Mr. Jones 
from the city. Upon the return of the post- 
master the matter was thoroughly sifted, he 
said, and it was found that two clerks in 
the registry division had been called upon 
to work overtime. 

Covering this condition and its cause, Con- 
gressman Howard read a written report from 
the postmaster which was in substance as 
follows: ) 

Wherever there was a mistake in the reg- 
istry division made through the carelessness 
of the clerk, the error had to be corrected 
before leaving the office and on the clerk’s 
own time. This order was issued because 


of the importance of the registry division. 
When the department at Washington ruled 
that a. postmaster did not have the right to 
ask any clerk to work overtime, who was 
paid less than $1,200 a year, the previous 
order was countermanded and cards were 
placed in conspicuous positions in the office 
telling clerks that all work must be com- 
pleted within their eight hours of labor. 

“I now believe,” said Mr. Howard, “that 
the matter of violation of the federal law 
in the Atlanta postoffice is finally adjusted. 
Mr. Jones has assured me that never again 
will such an infraction occur.” 

In reviewing the labor legislation of con- 
gresa, Mr. Howard said that the democratic 
house of the sixty-second congress and the 
sixty-third congress had placed more laws 
on the etatute books favoring organized la- 
bor than had been enacted by that body with- 
in the last years.

quith was to have asked the house 
of commons today for a vote of credit. 
Of £400,000,000 ($2,000,000;000), but some | 
unexpected development prevented him 
from taking this action, which was 
postponed until tomorrow. The pre- 
mier, however, made his expected state- 
ment in regard to the financial situa- 
tion, and it pressed upon the nation 
the necessity of a careful husbanding 
of its resources. 

Including the new note of credit to 
be asked tomorrow, the premier point- 
ed out, the total amount allotted for 
war purposes will be £1,662,000,000 
($8,310,000,000). He presented figures 
showing that the government had a 
sufficient sum left over from the pre- 
vious vote to finance the war to the 
third week of November. 

Daily Cost of War. 

The approximate daily cost of the 
war between September 12 and No- 
vember was given by Mr. Asquith as 
£4,350,000. It rose to this figure from 
£2,700,000 in the earlier part of the 
financial year. 

Loans advanced by Great Britain to 
her allies and dominions between April 
1 and November 6, Mr. Asquith said, 
amounted to £98,000,000. In the same 
period £23,000,000 was expended for food 
supplies and miscellaneous items. 

The main causes of increase in the 
cost of the war, Mr. Asquith continued, 
were the great expenditures for mu- 
nitions and the advances to Great Brit- 
ain’s allies and dominions. He could 
hold out no hope of an immediate de- 
crease in these two items. On the con- 
trary, they were likely to increase. 

Mr. Asquith said there was no reason 
to believe expenditures during the next 
two months would exceed 5,000,000 
daily, so that the new vote of credit 
might be expected to last to the middle 
of February. 

‘Question of Public Economy. 

Returning to the question of public 
enonomy, the premier said the matter 
had engaged the attention of the gov- 
ernment and a special cabinet commit- 
tee for several months. As a result, 
there had been much closer investiga- 
tion of army contract prices, and there 
has been a revision of the scales of the 
army rations. 

Regarding contracts, said the pre- 
mier, arrangements had been made be- 
tween the allied governments to avoid 
competing against one another either 
in the home market or in foreign mar- 
Kets and tnus keep down prices. Where 
there has been reasonabie ground to 
Suspect that excessive protits were 
being earned by contractors, prices 
were reduced to a reasonable level. 
This was only a beginning and there 
Was still much to be done, but he hoped 
that these steps would lead to a sub- 
stantial economy without prejudicing 
the effective prosecution of the war. 


More Effective Co-operation. 


The war office, Premier Asquith con- 
tinued, already had taken steps to se- 
cure a more effective and co-ordinated 
prosecution of the war on the part of 
the allied powers by strengthening the 
British general staff and establisning 
more intimate intercommunication—not 
sporadic, but normal and habitual—)he- 
tween the military and naval advisers 
of all the allied powers. His own 
views had been much strengthened by 
what he had seen during his two visits 
to the front as to the importance of 
interchanging officers between the war 
office and the army in the field so that 
all might experience trench fighting 
and all the novel operations this war 
had introduced. 

Sir Archibald James Murray, head of 
the general staff, was about to appoint 
Brigadier General Launcelote Kiggel 
as his assistant and General F. C. Shaw 
would become director of the home 
defense. The premier said he was sat- 
isfied that the staff now at the war 
office which was far more numerous 
than the public was aware, was com- 

osed of very able, distinguished of- 

icers, no less than twenty-six of whom 
ad had actual experience in the pres- 
ent war. 0 


Relations of Allied Staffs. 


With regard to the relations between 
the British staff and those of the al- 
lied powers, it would be a great mis- 
take, the premier said, to suppose 
that they had been living in water- 
tight compartments without communi- 
cating with one another.
